Chicago, April 18—Peter Neidermy-

o'clock Guard Boeder heard groans in 
Neidermeyer's cell and on investiga- 
tion found that his charge was desper- 
ately ill. He called the jail physician, 
Dr. McNamare and the condemned man 
was taken to the jail hospital. Hero 
the doctor found he had also inflicted 
wounds in his arm. 


A close watch is now kept on Marx

The bandit is being kept alive by 


saline solutions injected into his art- 
eries to replace the blood that flowed 
from self-inflicted wounds1 in his left 
arm. His liver is poisoned and the 
lining of his stomach is practically 
destroyed by the phosphorus of the 
match heads he swallowed early to- 
day and the coroner's physician, Dr. 
Ledke, declared his death is a. matter 
of a few hours. The opinion is that 
Niedennyer will succeed in cheating 
the gallows.

Easy Method With Strawberries 
Not a lew people have expressed 


surprise at the comparative ease with 
which we have grown strawberries for 
home use, and would grow some for 
their own use, but they never have 
any "luck" with berries. The fact is 
strawberries are as easily grown as 
any other garden or field crop, provid- 
ed common sense methods are used; 
and there is no reason why every larm- 
er's family should not have a liberal 
suplly of this earliest and wholesome 
fruit. To depend upon buying them is 
usually to do without, besides the best 
fruit is that gathered fresh from the 
vines when fully ripe. Don't plant in. 
the garden unless is it free from weed 
seed and has long rows that can be 
cultivated with a horse. 
The best 


place is a corner of a field cultivated 
last year in corn or potatoes, and that 
will be planted to one or the other crop 
again this year; this will insure culti- 
vation as the berry plants can be cul- 
tivated with the other crops. The 
ground should be plowed as early as 
possible and hanowed several times 
at intervals of two or three clays to de- 
stroy most of the weeds. Then, 5iav- 
ing the plants dug, they 
should be sbe prO(luced 
62o.SS pounds of milk, 


trimmed, root 
and top. The roots contaimng in all 26.87 pounds of but- 


should be cut off leaving them about 
four inches long; the top should have 
all the blossom stems cut off and all 
the leaves but two. Keep the roots

THE TERRIBLE TORPEDO. 


Hotv It Is Driven Throttfi;5t tlie Water 


l>y Its Otvu Power. 


The TVMtebead torpedo, which work- 


ed such havoc to the Russian fleet, is 
driven by its own power through the 
water at a speed of from twenty-four 
to thirty knots. 


This power, compressed air. is car- 


ried in a chamber just behind the head 
and runs the little engine which drives 
the torpedo's propeller. The engine is 
set in motion nt the instant of expelling 
the torpedo from its tube. 


Abaft the engine is the buoyancy 


chamber, which gives the necessary 
buoyancy to the torpedo. In the cen- 
ter of 
tlii.5 chamber is placed a small 


heavy rimmed wheel, called the gyro-

scope, suspended on gimbals. This 
controls the right and left motions of 
the torpedo in the course of its run. 
The early torpedoes often failed to hit 
the target, owing to swerving from 
their course by reason of the blow on 
striking the water, dents on the shell 
and other causes. 


The gyroscope weighs fifteen pounds 


and is "set" by winding up a strong 
spring, and the action of firing the 
torpedo releases the spring and causes 
the gyroscope to spin around at thu 
rate of 2,200 revolutions a minute. 


It is mainly due to the gyroscope thnt 


the Whitehead torpedo is almost cer- 
tain to hit the object at which it is 
aimed. 


AVben a torpedo is being prepared 


for firing, the air is forced into its com- 
partment under high pressure just be- 
fore the charge of 200 pounds of gun 
cotton is placed in the head.

I was surely aboard of a derelict, and 


it did not take me long to master the 
details of the wreck. In the first place, 
she was loaded with Australian red- 
wood and could not sink beyond a cer- 
tain point. Next, she had been floating 
about for mouths and months. There 
was some wreckage on her decks, but 
masts and yards and booms had gone 
clear of her as they fell. She had set- 
tled down until her scupper holes were 
only a few inches above water. 


I was sorely in need of food and 


drink, and after a few minutes' work I 
broke open the cabin doors, which had 
become swelled and jammed, and got 
into the pantry. 
There was wine in 


plenty, as might have been expected, 
and I found meat and biscuit. 


When my meal had been finished I 


began overhauling the main cabin. All 
the charts and nautical instruments 
were there, nor had any of the spare 
clothing of the officers 
been 
taken 


away. I found the log book, and, though 
I could not read French, I made out 
the latitude and longitude last recorded. 


I was so tired and exhausted that I 


slept the greater portion of the first 
day, but on the second I made a more 
thorough overhaul. In the rear of the 
captain's stateroom I chanced upon a 
closet which had escaped me the day 
before, and here I made a great find. 
There was money amounting to over 
?S,(WO, together with jewelry worth 
$1.000 more. The plunder was in two 
tin boxes, but whether it belonged to 
the captain, the ship or to other people 
I found nothing to signify. It was a 
grand fortune to a poor sailor, and I 
remember that I acted very foolishly 
over the find. I counted it over and 
over again, and when I at last realized 
that I was rich I rushed on deck with 
a wild hope of seeing a sail close at 
hand. But for the money I believe that 
the long days and dreary nights which 
followed would have driven me insane. 
There was plenty to eat and drink, no 
danger of the wreck going down, and 
the weather was fine for five days out 
of seven, but I felt my isolation more 
keenly than I can describe. I was out 
of the track of ships, moving with 
wind, wave or current, and the same 
empty horizon greeted my view day 
after day and week after week- 


While I became listless and discour- 


aged and almost lost hope, I still kept a 
record of the days as thoy passed. Ac- 
cording to my record, I bad been on the 
wreck forty-nine days when I sighted 
my first sail. 
Very likely ships had 


passed and repas«fd without my see- 
ing them, as I could set no signal by 
day and always slept straight through 
the night. 
This sail was discovered 


early one niorniim coming from the 
south, and her course was such that 
she must pass close by. When I noted 
this I put the plunder into bn^s and the 
bags into clothing and after that had 
nothing to do but eat n hasty break 
fust and wait. 


The breeze was very scant, and It 


was above three hours after bcirm 
sislit^d that the strange sail drew n<\ir 
She proved to be an Enpiish merchant 
man bound for India, but having bceC 
blown far off her course by a gale 
which I had not felt at all. 


She was within half a mil<- of me
